The  print 
lustrations  highlight  the  history  of 
srvice,  which  dates  back  to  Valentin 
lauy’s  foundation  of  a  French  school 
or  blind  students  in  1785. 

At  the  Library  of  Congress,  national 
raille  service  was  established  March  3, 
931,  when  President  Herbert  Hoover 
igned  the  Pratt-Smoot  Act  into  law. 

"he  act  authorized  Congress  to 
ppropriate  $100,000  a  year  to  provide 
looks  for  the  use  of  “adult  blind 
esidents  of  the  United  States.”  Since 
hen,  the  service  has  grown  to  include 
ioth  braille  and  talking  books;  adults 
nd  children;  blind  and  physically  handi- 
apped  readers;  and  braille  scores  and 
praille  or  recorded  materials  on  music 
|nd  musicians. 

From  1979  to  1980,  the  Congressional 
jippropriation  for  the  service  totaled 
learly  $35  million.  During  the  same 

j 
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period,  the  network  of  160  cooperating 
libraries  reported  a  total  readership  of 
720,000  adults  and  children,  and  a 
circulation  of  16  million  books  and 
magazines. 

Reagan — The  Man

The  letters  offer 
President  Reagan’s  personal  expressions 
of  political  and  moral  concerns. 

Reagan  in  Pursuit  of  the  President — 
1980  (RD  15538  and  in  handcopied 
braille),  by  Doug  and  Bill  Wead, 
presents  the  man  and  the  politician — his 
faith  and  his  positions  on  America’s 
problems  and  image  overseas. 

In  the  partly  autobiographical  Nancy 
(RD  15795,  RC  15795,  and  in  hand- 
copied  braille)  written  with  Bill  Libby, 
Mrs.  Reagan  speaks  out  on  such  issues 
as  abortion  and  capital  punishment,  and 
looks  at  Reagan  the  father,  husband, 
and  governor. 
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Political  Profiles:  Ronald  Reagan 
(scheduled  for  production  in  handcopied 
braille)  consists  of  news  items  on  the 
American  political  scene  and  short 
articles  on  the  president’s  years  as 
governor,  his  personal  finances,  his 
campaign  staff,  and  his  positions  on  the 
issues.

Over  Fifty  Years  Ago 

Genesis  of  the  Program 

Fifty  years  ago,  passage  of  the  Pratt-Smoot 
Act  firmly  laid  the  foundation  for  a  national 
jlibrary  service  for  the  blind  and  physically 
handicapped.  The  process  that  led  to  passage 
actually  began  years  earlier. 

By  1879  Congress  had  set  aside  a  trust 
fund  for  the  production  of  textbooks  by  the 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind.  The 
need  for  other  reading  materials  increased  as 
more  and  more  people  were  graduated  from 
schools  for  blind  students. 

Libraries  for  blind  readers  soon  felt  the 
pressures  for  more  books.  The  New  York 
Public  Library’s  special  department  for  blind 
readers  had  one  thousand  books — a  large 
collection  in  those  days,  though  tiny  when 
compared  to  the  library’s  print  holdings. 

A  study  undertaken  in  1928  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Foundation  for  the  Blind  concluded  that 
there  were  approximately  ten  thousand  li¬ 
brary  patrons  out  of  a  population  of  one 
hundred  thousand  blind  people.  Service  was 
provided  by  some  seventy-five  libraries,  but 
many  patrons  had  simply  stopped  using  the 
libraries  because  of  the  scarcity  of  books. 

By  1929,  the  Library  of  Congress  Reading 
Room  for  the  Blind,  established  in  1897, 
contained  several  thousand  volumes  in  six 
different  forms  of  raised  type,  most  of  them 
done  by  hand  for  individuals  who  had  do¬ 
nated  them  to  the  collection. 

In  1930  Congress  began  consideration  of 
three  bills  favoring  government  support  of  a 
program  to  provide  embossed  books.  Repre¬ 
sentative  Ruth  Pratt  (R-NY)  sponsored  a  bill 
proposing  administration  of  the  funds  and 
program  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  Her  bill 


also  authorized  the  use  of  local  and  regional 
distribution  centers.  Other  bills  provided  for 
private  administration  of  funds  by  either  the 
American  Library  Association  or  the  Braille 
Institute  of  America,  Inc. 

After  lengthy  debate  in  committee,  the 
Pratt  bill  was  reported  favorably  to  the 
House,  and  Senator  Reed  Smoot  (R-Utah) 
introduced  a  companion  bill  in  the  Senate. 
His  bill  was  reported  out  of  committee 
favorably  on  May  9,  1930,  and  passed  the 
Senate  within  three  days  without  debate. 

The  Pratt  bill  was  finally  considered  by 
the  House  on  February  28,  1931,  and  passed 
after  much  repetition  of  earlier  committee 
debates.  Three  days  later  the  Pratt-Smoot 
Act,  Public  Law  71-787,  was  signed  by 
President  Herbert  Hoover. 

Congress  subsequently  passed  a  joint  res¬ 
olution  to  appropriate  $100,000  to  support 
the  new  program,  which  became  effective 
with  the  new  fiscal  year  beginning  on  July  1 . 
Nationwide  library  service  for  blind  adults 
had  been  given  the  authority  and  means  to 
begin.

It  asks  readers  to  indicate  their  choices  of 
new  publications  and  to  respond  by  returning 
the  form. 

A  deadline  date  for  responses  is  stated  on 
the  form.  The  order  forms  are  preaddressed 
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and  designed  for  postage-free  return.  Re¬ 
sponses  to  them  will  be  used  to  establish  lists 
for  direct  mailings  and  to  help  minimize 
production  costs.

But  it 
is  much  more  than  this.  Students,  young 
managers,  and  the  general  public  read  the 
magazine  for  analysis  of  social,  economic, 
and  political  events  on  the  national  and  in¬ 
ternational  scene. 

Fortune  is  published  every  two  weeks  in 
print  and  offered  as  a  free  braille  subscrip¬ 
tion  magazine.  As  part  of  its  regular  fare, 
Fortune  offers  columns  with  brief  news 
items,  economic  forecasts,  tips  on  invest¬ 
ment,  and  notes  on  keeping  up  with  the 
economy.

Pratt  and  Smoot 

Sponsors  of  Free 
Library  Service 

More  than  fifty  years  ago,  federal  lawmakers 
Ruth  Baker  Pratt  and  Reed  Smoot  took  up 
the  cause  of  national  free  library  service  for 
the  blind.  Their  bills — Smoot’s  in  the  Senate 
and  Pratt’s  in  the  House — were  finally 
merged  into  an  act  of  Congress  and  signed 
into  law  by  President  Herbert  Hoover.  The 
history  of  the  Library  of  Congress  service  is 
long.  What  is  known  of  the  lives  and  careers 
of  the  woman  and  man  who  helped  establish 
this  service  is  summed  up  in  the  following 
biographical  capsules. 

Ruth  Pratt  (1877-1965) 

Ruth  Pratt  was  bom  Ruth  Baker  in  Ware, 
Massachusetts,  on  August  24,  1877.  After 
receiving  her  degree  in  mathematics  from 
Wellesley  College,  she  studied  violin  in 
Europe.  In  1903  she  returned  from  Europe 
and  married  John  Teele  Pratt,  a  figure  in  the 
Republican  Party  and  son  of  John  D. 
Rockefeller’s  associate  at  Standard  Oil  who 
founded  the  Pratt  Institute  in  Brooklyn. 

The  New  York  Times  once  called  Ruth 
Pratt  “a  pioneer  as  a  woman  office  holder.  ” 
Her  public  career  began  during  World  War  I 
when  she  chaired  the  Woman’s  Liberty  Loan 
Committee  of  the  Second  Federal  Reserve 
District.  In  1919  and  1920,  she  was  vice 
chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  of  the  Republican  National  Con¬ 
vention,  and  in  1921,  she  was  a  presidential 
elector.  She  attended  Republican  state  con¬ 
ventions  throughout  most  of  the  twenties  and 


in  1924  was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican 
National  Convention. 

In  1925  she  became  the  first  woman 
elected  to  New  York  City’s  Board  of  Aider- 
men  and  was  reelected  for  the  following 
term.  She  ran  an  anti-Tammany — anti- 
Jimmy  Walker  campaign.  At  one  time  there 
was  talk  of  Mrs.  Pratt’s  running  for  mayor 
of  New  York. 

Mrs.  Pratt  was  the  first  woman  elected  to 
Congress  from  New  York  State.  She  repre¬ 
sented  the  Seventeenth  District,  New  York 
City’s  “silk  stocking  district.’’  Her  major 
concerns  were  immigration,  citizenship,  and 
veteran’s  relief.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Banking  and  Currency  Committee  and  the 
Committee  on  the  Library.  The  first  bill  she 
introduced  called  for  more  liberal  provisions 
for  World  War  I  verterans  and  their  families. 

After  her  second  term  ended  in  1932,  she 
returned  to  New  York  and  participated  ac¬ 
tively  in  cultural  affairs,  serving  on  the 
board  of  directors  for  the  Philharmonic 
Symphony  Society  of  New  York,  acting  as 
chairman  of  the  Fine  Arts  Foundation,  and 
working  for  the  Episcopalian  Club.  She  was 
a  member  of  the  Republican  National  Com¬ 
mittee  from  1921  until  1941.  She  died  on 
August  23,  1965. 

Reed  Smoot  (1862-1941) 

Reed  Smoot  was  bom  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  on  January  10,  1862.  After  graduation 
from  the  Brigham  Young  Academy,  he 
achieved  prominence  as  a  businessman  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  By  1903,  when  he  was 
elected  to  the  Senate,  he  was  president  of 
Provo  Commercial  and  Savings  Bank, 
Smoot  Investment  Company,  and  the  Elec¬ 
tric  Company  of  Provo.  He  also  served  on 
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the  board  of  directors  of  Zion’s  Cooperative 
Mercantile  Institution,  Deseret  National 
Bank,  and  Deseret  Savings  Bank. 

By  the  time  Reed  Smoot  introduced  the 
Senate  bill  that  provided  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  free  national  library  service,  he 
had  been  in  the  Senate  for  twenty-seven 
years  and  was  head  of  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee.  Mr.  Smoot  had  become  the  Sen¬ 
ate’s  expert  on  tariff  taxation  and  public  fi¬ 
nance  and  was  coauthor  of  the  Smoot- 
Hawley  tariff  of  1929. 

Mr.  Smoot  was  known  by  his  fellow  sena¬ 
tors  as  a  hard  worker.  He  spent  many  of  his 
leisure  hours  working  at  the  office.  It  was 
once  established  that  his  watchdog  activities 
saved  the  government  approximately  one 
hundred  million  dollars  annually. 

In  1932,  Mr.  Smoot  left  Congress,  moved 
back  to  Utah  and  devoted  his  time  to  the 
Mormon  Church,  in  which  he  had  been  an 
active  member  all  his  life.  He  died  in  Saint 
Petersburg,  Florida,  on  February  9,  1941. 

Repairs,  Service,  Information 

The  Place  to  Turn  .  .  . 

A  Cooperating  Library 

When  readers  have  machines  needing  repair, 
the  first  place  to  turn  for  information  should 
be  a  cooperating  library — the  library  that 
provides  the  services. 

Today  there  are  one  hundred  and  sixty 
cooperating  libraries  in  the  national  network, 
but  a  number  of  readers  have  been  sending 
their  broken  machines  to  NLS  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Before  returning  machines  for  repair  or 
service,  readers  can  save  time  by  first  calling 


or  writing  the  cooperating  library  that  sup¬ 
plies  the  books.  Cooperating  libraries  handle 
questions  about  service  and  requests  for  dis< ! 
or  cassette  players  and  accessories  such  as 
needles  and  headphones.  Some  libraries  ma> 
not  actually  repair  or  distribute  machines  anc 
accessories,  but  their  staff  know  where  to 
refer  readers  for  these  services. 

Ad  Hoc  Group  Meets  in  June 

Planning  the  Collection  ; 

In  June,  a  reader-oriented  advisory  group 
meets  with  NLS  to  help  chart  a  course  in 
collection  building  for  the  coming  year.  The 
group,  known  as  the  Ad  Hoc  Advisory 
Group  on  Collection  Building  Activities,  has 
two  functions:  it  speaks  for  readers,  and  it 
helps  NLS  plan  a  book  collection  responsive 
to  reader  needs. 

Representatives  in  the  group  this  year 
come  from  the  readers  at  large,  national  or¬ 
ganized  consumer  groups,  and  the  network 
of  cooperating  libraries.  Organizations  repre¬ 
sented  are  the  American  Council  of  the 
Blind,  the  Blinded  Veterans  Association,  the 
National  Association  of  the  Physically 
Handicapped,  and  the  National  Federation  ol 
the  Blind.  Regional  conferences  of 
cooperating  libraries  have  selected  one  li¬ 
brary  representative  and  one  reader  at  large 
for  each  of  the  four  regions.  This  year,  NLS 
has  chosen  two  additional  readers  to  serve  in 
the  group. 

Throughout  the  year,  readers  can  voice 
their  concerns  and  recommendations  by 
speaking  to  local  branches  of  the  organiza¬ 
tions  represented,  to  library  representatives, 
and  to  reader  spokesman.  Cooperating 
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ibraries  have  more  information  about  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  group  and  its  members. 

This  year’s  advisory  group  will  spend 
much  of  its  time  on  a  collection  building 
policy,  now  in  the  preliminary  stages.  The 
policy  may  take  several  years  to  hammer 
out,  as  it  will  require  a  detailed  review  of  the 
national  collection. 

Magazine  Corner 

Braille  Weekly 

Readers  have  been  reviewing  the  news  of  the 
week  in  braille  since  1978,  when  the  New 
York  Times  Large  Type  Weekly  was  added 
to  the  NLS  magazine  program.  Thanks  to 
s  the  publisher  and  computer-assisted  produc¬ 
tion  methods,  NLS  mails  each  issue  the 
:  week  the  large-print  edition  is  published. 

Soon  after  the  weekly  was  added  to  the 
program,  circulation  grew  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  It  is  now  one  of  the  most  popular 
periodicals  and  the  only  braille  weekly  in  the 
program. 

The  paper  covers  national  and  intemation- 
;  al  news.  The  department  sections  add  depth 
and  variety  with  interpretive  features,  edito- 
f  rials,  notes  on  celebrities,  and  reviews  of 
books,  films,  plays,  and  exhibitions.  The  ar¬ 
ticles  are  written  by  New  York  Times  report¬ 
ers  and  correspondents,  and  adapted  for  the 
large-print  readership. 

Readers  can  order  free  subscriptions  to  the 
braille  or  flexible-disc  editions  of  the  New 
York  Times  Large  Type  Weekly  by  calling  or 
writing  their  cooperating  libraries. 


Smithsonian  Institution 

History  of  Writing 
for  Blind  Readers 

In  the  fall  of  1980,  the  Smithsonian  Institu¬ 
tion  opened  “In  Touch,’’  a  one-year  exhibi¬ 
tion  on  writing  and  printing  for  blind  read¬ 
ers.  The  exhibition  stands  in  the  Hall  of 
Printing  and  Graphic  Arts  in  the  Smithsoni¬ 
an’s  National  Museum  of  American  History 
in  Washington. 

The  exhibition  traces  the  gradual  emer¬ 
gence  of  a  coherent  system  of  representation 
from  the  confusing  variety  of  nineteenth- 
century  writing  and  printing  methods.  High¬ 
lights  are  reading  and  writing  aids,  em¬ 
bossed  alphabets,  maps  and  pictures,  and 
writing  devices.  All  items  on  display  are 
labelled  in  braille;  many  are  also  represented 
by  resin  facsimiles,  which  can  be  touched. 
Some  of  the  display  cases  can  be  opened  for 
viewing  by  blind  visitors. 

The  museum  has  just  published  a  regular- 
print  catalog,  with  full  descriptions  and  a 
brief  history,  free  to  museum  visitors.  A 
braille  edition  of  the  catalog  is  also  planned, 
and  when  produced  it  will  be  offered  free  to 
visitors  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis. 
The  museum  plans  to  send  the  exhibition  to 
different  cities  after  it  closes  in  September 
this  year. 
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Research  Center 
for  Blind  Lawyers 

Late  last  year,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Just¬ 
ice  inaugurated  its  Andrew  Woods  Sensory 
Assistance  Center  for  blind  staff  members. 

The  center  is  equipped  with  $50,000  in 
electronic  devices,  giving  staff  members  and 
department  lawyers  quick  access  to  print  ma¬ 
terials  and  computer  data.  The  center  houses 
a  Kurzweil  Reading  Machine,  a  talking  ter¬ 
minal  invented  by  a  University  of  Illinois 
law  professor,  and  a  Triformation  Systems 
LED- 120  braille  printer  terminal.  The 
Kurzweil  Reading  Machine  translates  printed 
materials  into  simulated  speech.  Both  the 
talking  terminal  and  the  braille  printer  ter¬ 
minal  are  linked  to  Juris,  the  department’s 
law  computer  data  base. 

The  center  was  named  after  Andrew 
Woods,  a  blind  civil  rights  lawyer  for  the 
Justice  Department.  Mr.  Woods  helped  de¬ 
sign  the  center  before  he  died  of  cancer  in 
1979.  Construction  was  completed  in  De¬ 
cember  1980  under  the  direction  of  Daniel 
Meador,  a  blind  assistant  attorney  general.

Judith  Dixon  Heads 
Consumer  Relations 

A  strengthened  consumer  relations  program 
has  been  established  within  NLS  to  ensure 
systematic  integration  of  reader  views  and 
needs  into  all  facets  of  planning  and  program 
development — from  collection  building  and 
equipment  design  to  provision  of  tailor-made 
services  for  individuals  with  special  needs. 

To  direct  the  program,  Judith  Dixon  was 
appointed  head  of  the  newly  established 
Consumer  Relations  Section  at  NLS  on  June 
15.  She  brings  to  the  position  experience  in 
consumer  liaison,  evaluation  research,  and 
development  of  service  delivery 
systems — all  involving  handicapped  per¬ 
sons.  Ms.  Dixon  received  a  B.A.  degree 
from  Stetson  University  in  Florida  and  an 
M.A.  and  a  Ph.D.  from  Adelphi  University 
in  New  York. 

Under  her  direction  the  new  section  will 
provide  more  active  liaison  with  individual 
users  and  organized  consumer  groups, 
together  with  the  development  of  an  ongoing 
approach  to  obtaining,  analyzing,  and  re¬ 
sponding  to  consumer  needs. 

Ms.  Dixon  will  also  oversee  service  to 
readers  overseas  and  creation  of  a  unified 
volunteer  utilization  program  aimed  at  as¬ 
sisting  the  nationwide  network  of  160 
cooperating  libraries  to  increase  information 
services  to  users.  More  than  110  cooperating 
libraries  use  volunteers  to  support  services  to 
readers  at  the  local  level.  Ms.  Dixon  will 
lead  a  concerted  effort  to  increase  the 
coordination  and  scope  of  volunteer  contri¬ 
butions,  currently  estimated  at  an  annual  net 
worth  of  more  than  three  million  dollars. 


Braille  Guide  to 
Library  of  Congress 

While  visiting  the  Library  of  Congress  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  tourists  and  researchers 
can  request  a  free  braille  copy  of  the  pam¬ 
phlet  Information  for  Readers  in  the  Library 
of  Congress. 

The  pamphlet,  produced  in  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  International  Year  of  Disabled 
Persons,  explains  reading  room  use,  research 
services,  orientation,  employment,  and  local 
transportation.  It  includes  a  separate  section 
on  the  braille  and  talking-book  program,  as 
well  as  information  on  scheduling  appoint¬ 
ments  for  use  of  the  Kurzweil  reading 
machine.

Braille  Highlights 

Review  of  National 
Library  Program 

In  1931  the  Pratt-Smoot  Act  established  the 
first  truly  national,  federally  funded  library 
program  for  blind  adults  in  the  United 
States,  administered  by  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress.  Fortunately,  advances  in  braille  tech¬ 
nology  and  library  service  for  blind  people 
had  helped  pave  the  way  for  an  auspicious 
beginning. 
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Prehistory  of  the  Program 

The  Library  of  Congress  program  began  in 
1897  with  a  collection  of  500  embossed 
books  and  music  materials.  Earlier  pioneers 
were  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  libraries  in  other  cities. 

The  federal  government  gave  its  support 
to  books  for  blind  readers  in  1879  when 
Congress  established  a  perpetual  trust  which 
it  used  to  finance  the  production  of  em¬ 
bossed  schoolbooks  at  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind.  In  1906  Congress 
modified  the  terms  of  the  trust  and  author¬ 
ized  a  direct  annual  appropriation  from  the 
income  of  the  trust.  After  increasing  appro¬ 
priations  in  1919,  1927,  1937,  1952,  and 
1956,  Congress  in  1961  lifted  the  ceiling  on 
schoolbook  appropriations. 

As  early  as  1904,  the  government  had 
shown  a  commitment  to  library  service  by 
the  grant  of  a  free  mailing  privilege  for  em¬ 
bossed  books.  The  privilege  was  intended  to 
encourage  libraries  to  supply  books  to  read¬ 
ers  in  other  localities,  but  libraries  soon 
found  it  difficult  to  keep  up  with  the  demand 
and  to  justify  local  funds  for  service  outside 
their  communities.  In  1913,  Congress  re¬ 
quired  one  copy  of  each  federally  subsidized 
schoolbook  to  be  deposited  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  collection.  Thanks  to  gifts  and  reg¬ 
ular  acquisitions,  the  collection  held  several 
thousand  volumes  in  six  different  forms  of 
raised  type  by  1929. 

The  controversy  over  the  best  system  for 
finger  reading  raged  for  fifty  years  and 
ended  in  1917,  with  braille,  grade  1  Vi,  as 
the  generally  accepted  standard  in  the  United 
States.  Agreement  on  a  uniform  code  for  the 
English-speaking  world  was  reached  in 
1932,  with  the  adoption  of  Standard  English 


Braille,  grade  2,  signalling  the  decline  of 
grade  1  Vi  and  the  gradual  extinction  of 
other  forms  of  raised  type. 

These  early  years  were  also  marked  by  ad¬ 
vances  in  embossing.  Foremost  of  these 
were  Frank  H.  Hall’s  invention  of  a  braille 
typewriter  in  1892  and  a  stereotype  machine 
in  1893.  The  Matilda  Ziegler  Magazine  for 
the  Blind  led  the  development  of  the  inter¬ 
pointing  process,  refined  in  1932  by  the 
American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  with  a 
grant  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  and 
soon  put  into  practice  at  braille  presses.  By 
making  it  possible  for  braille  to  be  printed 
on  both  sides  of  a  page,  interpointing  was  to 
yield  a  substantial  savings  in  paper  and  shelf 
space. 

Despite  progress  and  continuing  federal 
support  during  this  period,  library  service  re¬ 
mained  local,  scattered,  and  inadequate  to 
the  needs  of  readers.  Because  of  the  high 
cost  of  embossing,  collection  growth  was 
negligible,  readers  lost  interest,  and  the 
books  were  relegated  to  display  cases  or  the 
back  shelves  of  libraries.  With  the  return  of 
veterans  blinded  in  World  War  I,  pressures 
began  to  build  for  a  full-fledged  national 
library  program. 

Building  the  Program,  1931-1950 

On  July  1,  1931,  the  Library  of  Congress 
began  operations  with  a  network  of  eighteen 
libraries  and  a  budget  of  $100,000  for  the 
production  and  distribution  of  braille  books. 
By  mid- September,  fifteen  titles  had  been 
selected,  among  them  a  biography  of  George 
Washington,  the  first  to  be  produced.  By  the 
year’s  end,  the  New  York  Public  Library 
and  the  American  Braille  Press  in  Paris  had 
published  the  first  issue  of  Braille  Book 
Review  in  braille. 
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By  1934  the  volunteer  braille  transcribing 
program  was  well  underway.  The  Library  of 
Congress  had  been  certifying  American  Red 
Cross  trained  transcribers  since  the  end  of 
World  War  I,  and  in  1943  it  took  over  the 
training  program,  which  the  Red  Cross  was 
forced  to  abandon  because  of  World  War  II 
activities. 

Rapid  Growth,  1950-1981 

America’s  recovery  from  the  depression  and 
the  war  years  had  slowed  growth  through  the 
1940s,  but  in  the  following  decades  the  pro¬ 
gram  would  undergo  rapid  expansion  with 
the  help  of  Congressional  legislation  and 
increasing  appropriations.  New  legislation 
extended  service  to  blind  children  in  1952, 
gave  the  collection  of  braille  scores  and 
music  materials  the  status  of  a  national  li¬ 
brary  in  1962,  and  granted  eligibility  to 
physically  handicapped  people  in  1966. 

From  the  1950s  on,  talking-book  innova¬ 
tions  set  the  pace.  Though  talking  books 
were  brought  into  the  program  in  1933,  there 
had  been  little  improvement  on  the  original 
design  until  1958  with  research  in  slower 
playing  speeds.  Then  research  and  testing 
would  result  in  increased  playing  time  for 
recordings;  the  introduction  of  cassette 
books,  cassette  players,  flexible  discs,  four- 
side  cassettes;  and  improvements  in  talking- 
book  machines. 

Advances  in  braille  from  1950  through 
1970  were  limited  to  improvements  in  the 
transcriber  training  program.  Because  of  the 
influx  of  blind  students  into  public  schools, 
volunteer  training  was  strengthened  and 
greater  emphasis  given  to  braille  textbook 
formats.  In  1960  the  Library  of  Congress  re¬ 
ported  a  one-month  peak  of  nearly  800 
transcribers  trained  and  certified.  The  tran¬ 


scriber  training  program  would  continue  to 
grow,  branching  out  into  the  new  specializa¬ 
tions  of  music  transcribing  in  the  1960s  and 
mathematics  transcribing  in  the  late  1970s. 

By  the  1970s  interest  in  braille  had  re¬ 
vived,  beginning  with  a  survey  to  profile 
braille  readers  and  their  reading  habits  and 
tastes,  followed  by  a  series  of  developments 
bearing  promise  for  the  future  of  braille 
technology. 

In  1976  the  New  York  Times  Large  Type 
Weekly  was  added  to  the  braille  magazine 
program,  and  research  undertaken  in  high¬ 
speed  plate- embossing  devices.  Increased 
emphasis  on  improving  braille  technology 
led  to  a  study  of  production  methods  in 
1978,  purchase  and  testing  of  cassette-braille 
machines  in  1979,  research  in  grade  1  braille 
in  1980,  and  acquisition  of  a  Japanese-made 
print  image-embossing  device  in  1981. 

Possibly  the  most  promising  of  these  re¬ 
cent  developments  is  the  use  of  print 
photocomposition  tapes,  or  compositors’ 
tapes,  for  the  production  of  braille  books. 
This  new  application  had  been  tried  in  1968 
to  produce  The  East  India  Man  (BR  852). 
Because  of  the  time  and  costs  involved  fur¬ 
ther  experimentation  had  to  wait  until  1979 
and  the  production  of  National  Geographic 
in  braille.  In  1980  the  process  was  tried  once 
again  in  the  production  of  a  book,  Helen 
and  Teacher  (BR  4330),  this  time  with 
greater  success.  If  the  compositors’  tape-to- 
braille  process  can  be  refined,  it  will  enable 
presses  to  complete  braille  books  and  maga¬ 
zines  close  to  the  time  of  their  publication  in 
print. 

The  most  recent  activities  in  braille  pro¬ 
duction  have  been  directed  to  the  testing  of 
cassette  braille  machines  and  sponsorship  of 
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a  production  and  test  center  at  the  American 
Foundation  for  the  Blind  in  New  York  City. 

The  cassette  braille  machines  use  braille 
coded  onto  standard  cassettes  to  activate  a 
tactile  display  of  braille.  Each  braille 
cassette  has  a  storage  capacity  of  400  braille 
pages.  The  new  test  center  in  New  York  is 
experimenting  with  optical  translation  of 
print  into  braille  using  a  Kurzweil  data-entry 
machine  and  with  braille  translation  systems 
to  produce  cassettes  carrying  data 
programmed  for  a  high-speed  embossing 
device. 

While  these  and  other  recent  projects  are 
still  in  the  experimental  stages,  they  hold 
promise  for  a  new  era  in  braille  books. 


Book  Review  Magazine 

Books  of  the  Times 

In  response  to  requests  from  readers,  NLS 
has  added  a  book  review  magazine  in  braille 
and  flexible-disc  editions.  The  new  maga¬ 
zine,  Books  of  the  Times,  is  published  by  a 
subsidiary  of  the  New  York  Times. 

Each  month  Books  of  the  Times  carries 
book  reviews  taken  from  the  columns  of  the 
New  York  Times  daily  edition.  The  reviews 
are  brief  and  organized  alphabetically  by 
title.  The  magazine  includes  the  current 
hardcover  and  paperback  bestseller  lists  plus 
news  of  events  and  trends  in  the  book  mar¬ 
ket. 

Many  of  the  books  reviewed  are  being  se¬ 
lected  for  production  in  the  national  talking- 
book  program.  Subscribers  may  also  find 
books  to  recommend  to  cooperating  libraries 
for  addition  to  local  collections.

Facts  on  Disabilities 

Center  Adds 
Data  Base 

Now  entering  its  third  year  of  service,  the 
National  Rehabilitation  Information  Center 
(NARIC)  has  expanded  its  computer  data 
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base  of  publications  and  abstracts.  This  year, 
NARIC  has  added  “ABLEDATA,”  a  data 
base  containing  information  on  devices, 
equipment,  and  aids  for  disabled  people. 
NARIC  data  bases  are  accessible  for  search¬ 
ing  from  any  computer  terminal  in  the 
nation. 

The  center  acts  both  as  a  clearing  house 
for  information  on  rehabilitation  and  as  the 
heart  of  a  growing  network  of  rehabilitation 
professionals,  and  government,  state,  and 
local  agencies.

1979,  by  the  Graduate  Departments  of  Li¬ 
brary  and  Information  Science  of  the  Catho¬ 
lic  University  of  America  in  Washington, 
D.C.  The  center  derived  its  funding  from  a 
five-year  grant  awarded  by  the  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Services  Administration,  a  branch  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services.

Advances  in  Braille 

Compositor’s  Tapes 

A  braille  book  was  ready  for  circulation  to 
readers  last  summer  almost  as  soon  as  the 
print  edition  appeared  in  bookstores.  Helen 
and  Teacher  (BR  4330),  by  Pulitzer  Prize¬ 
winning  author  Joseph  Lash,  was  published 
in  print  at  the  end  of  May  1980.  The  braille 
edition  of  the  book  was  produced  only  a 
month  later. 

The  braille  edition  was  readied  by  using 
compositor’s  tapes,  the  storage  medium  used 
to  drive  the  phototypesetting  equipment  for 
the  print  book.  The  786-page  print  book  fills 
eight  braille  volumes. 

Even  with  the  new  technology,  considera¬ 
ble  advance  planning  was  required  to  pro¬ 
duce  an  eight-volume  braille  book  to  coin¬ 
cide  with  the  publication  of  the  print 
version.  It  also  took  cooperation. 

The  compositor’s  tapes  were  provided 
prior  to  print  publication  by  arrangement 
with  the  publisher,  Delacorte  Press/Seymour 
Lawrence.  The  publishing  house  also  pro¬ 
vided  galley  proofs  of  the  book  to  National 
Braille  Press,  the  Boston  firm  that  worked 
with  NLS  to  produce  the  braille  edition.  The 
galleys  were  used  to  help  code  braille  con¬ 
tractions  and  to  proofread. 

The  magazine  National  Geographic  has 
been  produced  using  compositor’s  tapes  for 
more  than  two  years.  Success  with  the  mag¬ 
azine  led  to  production  of  this  book.  The 
magazine  test  period  proved  that  the  tapes 
can  interface  with  braille  plate-embossing 
machines  at  braille  printing  houses.  The 
process  is  not  as  simple  as  using  the  tape 
from  one  machine  to  drive  another;  manual 


intervention  is  needed  to  remove  print  codes 
from  the  tapes,  to  recode  for  braille  contrac¬ 
tions,  and  to  format  the  braille  pages. 

When  the  National  Geographic  project  be¬ 
gan,  computer  technology  for  print  publica¬ 
tions  was  providing  editorially  accurate 
tapes,  but  only  about  20  percent  of  print 
books  were  produced  by  this  method.  That 
number  is  expected  to  approach  80  percent 
in  the  mid-1980s.  By  then  it  is  hoped  that 
braille  technology  will  be  ready  to  use  this 
new  application  for  faster  and  more  efficient 
production  of  braille  books  and  especially 
magazines. 


Volunteer  Directory 

Sources  of  Specialized 
Reading  Materials 

Readers  can  locate  volunteer  producers  of 
specialized  or  hard-to-find  reading  materials 
by  referring  to  the  NLS  directory  Volunteers 
Who  Produce  Books,  1981 :  Braille,  Tape, 
Large  Type .  Free  copies  of  the  directory  can 
be  ordered  in  large  print  from  cooperating 
and  braille-lending  libraries. 

This  latest  edition  includes  information  on 
using  the  directory  and  sections  on  special 
reading  materials,  braille  writing  equipment, 
certified  proofreaders,  and  special  education 
resources. 

The  main  section,  “Volunteers  Who  Pro¬ 
duce  Books,’’  lists  volunteer  groups  alpha¬ 
betically  by  state  and  by  cities  within  each 
state.  Entries  show  name,  address,  telephone 
number,  and  service  provided.  Each  entry 
carries  a  number  for  quick  reference  from 
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the  index.  Readers  can  locate  the  nearest 
source  by  referring  to  the  volunteers  section. 
The  index  lists  groups  who  provide  such 
services  as  recording,  transcription,  duplica¬ 
tion,  and  large-print  typing,  and  whose  spe¬ 
cializations  include  music,  mathematics,  and 
languages. 

Helen  Keller  Congress: 
News  and  Reports 

The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  has 
produced  a  five-volume  handcopied  braille 
edition  of  “Helen  Keller’s  Legacy:  A  Blue¬ 
print  for  the  Future,”  first  published  in 
March  1981  as  a  special  issue  of  Journal  of 
Visual  Impairment  and  Blindness . 

The  special  issue  forms  the  official  record 
of  the  Helen  Keller  Centennial  Congress, 
held  June  23-28,  1980,  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts.  The  congress  was  organized 
by  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind 
and  co-sponsored  by  nearly  seventy  agencies 
and  organizations  involved  in  work  with 
blindness  and  visual  disabilities. 

The  special  issue  contains  papers  deliv¬ 
ered  at  the  congress  and  reports  from  meet¬ 
ings  of  co-sponsoring  agencies.  It  includes 
such  papers  as  “Impact  of  Science  and 
Technology  on  the  Early  Years,”  “Employ¬ 
ment  of  Handicapped  People:  An  Enigmatic 
Future,”  “Rights,  Privileges,  and  Responsi¬ 
bilities,”  and  “NLS  and  Consumer  Rela¬ 
tions.” 

The  handcopied  braille  editition  of 
“Helen  Keller’s  Legacy:  A  Blueprint  for  the 
Future”  is  available  on  a  first-come,  first- 


served  basis  from  regional  cooperating 
libraries. 


Postal  Service 
Honors  Blind 
and  Disabled  People 

This  summer  the  U.S.  Postal  Service 
commemorated  the  International  Year  of 
Disabled  Persons  with  two  new  postal 
issues — a  stamp  and  an  18-cent  envelope. 

The  stamp  depicts  a  person  in  a 
wheelchair  working  alone  with  a  laborator 
microscope.  The  designer  developed  the 
theme  for  the  new  18-cent  stamp  from 
nationwide  interviews  with  disabled  persoi 
and  professionals  who  work  with  them.  In 
issuing  the  18-cent  commemorative  stamp 
the  United  States  joins  other  nations  in 
promoting  rehabilitation  efforts  and  educa¬ 
tion  for  the  prevention  of  disabilities. 

The  new  18-cent  stamped  envelope  bear 
the  message  “Remember  the  Blinded  Vete 
an  ’  ’  and  features  an  embossed  hand  posi¬ 
tioned  to  read  braille  and  braille  characters 
for  “USA  180”  embossed  directly  over  th 
print. 
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Matilda  Ziegler 
Marks  Seventy-Five 
Years 

In  March  1982,  the  Matilda  Ziegler  Maga¬ 
zine  for  the  Blind  celebrates  its  seventy-fifth 
anniversary.  Founded  in  1907  with  a  grant 
from  Electa  Matilda  Zeigler,  mother  of  a 
blind  son  and  widow  of  a  wealthy  industrial¬ 
ist,  it  is  one  of  the  oldest  magazines  for 
blind  readers  in  the  United  States.  In  its 
early  years,  the  magazine  was  produced  in 
braille,  New  York  Point,  and  Moon  Type, 
but  now  is  produced  only  in  braille  and  disc 
editions. 

The  magazine  is  issued  ten  times  a  year 
with  double  issues  for  July/ August  and 
January /February.  Issues  carry  topical  arti¬ 
cles  from  a  wide  selection  of  periodicals, 
book  excerpts,  short  fiction,  poetry,  humor, 
and  information  of  interest  to  blind  people. 
This  year  the  publishers  honored  the  forth¬ 
coming  anniversary  with  an  essay-writing 
contest,  which  closed  on  September  30.  The 
prize-winning  essays  will  be  published  dur¬ 
ing  the  anniversary  year.

Social  Security 
Information 

In  cooperation  with  NLS ,  the  Social  Security 
Administration  has  recorded  three  of  its 
publications — Your  Social  Security,  SSI  for 
Aged,  Disabled,  and  Blind  People,  and 
Your  Medicare  Handbook.  The  recording, 
on  one  flexible  disc,  is  packaged  with  the 
braille  edition  of  this  issue  of  Braille  Book 
Review.  Disc  copies  are  available  on  loan 
from  cooperating  libraries. 

Your  Social  Security  provides  basic  infor¬ 
mation  about  Social  Security  retirement,  sur¬ 
vivors’  benefits,  and  disability  benefits.  It 
explains  how  protection  is  earned,  who  can 
get  monthly  payments,  eligibility  require¬ 
ments  for  benefits,  how  benefit  amounts  are 
figured,  and  when  and  where  to  contact  the 
Social  Security  Administration. 

SSI  for  Aged,  Disabled,  and  Blind  People 
briefly  describes  the  supplemental  security 
income  program.  It  tells  who  can  qualify  for 
payments,  how  income  and  assets  can  affect 
a  person’s  eligibility  and  payment  amount, 
and  how  the  SSI  program  is  financed. 

Your  Medicare  Handbook  explains  in 
depth  the  federal  health  insurance  program 
for  people  sixty-five  or  older  and  certain  dis¬ 
abled  people.  It  describes  the  two  parts  of 
Medicare — hospital  insurance  and  medical 
insurance — and  Medicare  payments  and 
coverages.  The  handbook  also  has  instruc¬ 
tions  on  filing  Medicare  insurance  claims. 
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For  more  information  on  Social  Security 
programs  and  recent  amendments  to  Social 
Security  and  Medicare  legislation,  readers 
should  call  a  local  Social  Security  office.

Entries  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  title 
under  general  subject  headings.  Each  entry 
indicates  magazine  format,  frequency  of 
publication,  content,  scope,  and  source. 

The  large-print  edition  of  Magazines 
1981  has  been  sent  to  people  who  receive 
Braille  Book  Review  in  large-print. 

Young  Adult  Fiction  1981  is  a  selective 
bibliography  containing  new  and  old  titles 
with  a  variety  of  themes  of  interest  for  the 
twelve  to  twenty  age  group  and  for  adults. 
Books  are  grouped  by  format  in  thirteen 
subject  categories,  including  “Adven¬

December.  Each  issue  devotes  feature  arti¬ 
cles  to  a  topic  of  current  interest  and  in¬ 
cludes  regular  reports  on  advances  in  medi¬ 
cal  science,  letters  from  readers,  recipes, 
and  advice  on  fitness,  beauty,  and  health. 
Articles  are  written  by  health  specialists, 
doctors,  psychologists,  and  medical  journal¬ 
ists. 

Free  subscriptions  to  Health  in  braille  can 
be  ordered  from  your  cooperating  library. 

Hockey,  Basketball 
Schedules,  1981/82 

Sports  fans  can  order  braille  schedules  for 
the  new  hockey  and  basketball  seasons  from 
their  braille-lending  libraries. 

The  National  Hockey  League  opened  its 
season  on  October  6.  The  National  Basket¬ 
ball  Association  season  began  on  October 
30.  This  season’s  basketball  schedule  in¬ 
cludes  local  game  times  and  news  about 
player  acquisitions. 

In  cooperation  with  national  sports  associ¬ 
ations  and  leagues,  NLS  distributes  braille 
hockey,  basketball,  soccer,  baseball,  and 
football  schedules  throughout  the  year  to 


patrons  through  braille-lending  libraries. 
These  libraries  also  have  information  on 
braille  magazines  and  books  covering  sports 
events  and  personalities. 

Book  Priorities 
Discussed 

In  June,  the  Ad  Hoc  Advisory  Group  on 
Collection  Building  Activities  met  at  NLS  to 
help  plan  activities  for  the  collection.  The 
meeting  included  thirteen  representatives  of 
readers-at-large,  consumer  organizations, 
and  network  libraries. 

Recommendations  this  year  focused  on 
nonfiction  and  classic  titles.  The  nine  con¬ 
sumer  members  recommended  the  addition 
of  more  American  classics  and  nonfiction  ti¬ 
tles  for  learned  laymen  and  professionals, 
especially  in  science,  history,  and  the  social 
sciences. 

Librarians  representing  the  four  regions  of 
the  national  network  also  considered  the  so¬ 
cial  sciences  as  a  high  priority  and  stressed 
the  need  for  more  titles  on  electronics  and 
computers,  self-help  books,  and  single¬ 
volume  reference  works  on  cassette.  The  li¬ 
brarians  suggested  that  NLS  reissue  cassette 
editions  of  classics  and  Newbery  Award 
books  for  children.  Participants  devoted 
much  of  their  time  to  discussion  of  a 
collection-building  policy  being  developed 
by  NLS. 

The  ad  hoc  group  meets  with  NLS  every 
year  to  speak  for  readers  and  to  help  in 
building  a  collection  responsive  to  reader 
needs.  Throughout  the  year,  readers  have  an 
opportunity  to  voice  their  concerns  and  rec- 
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ommendations  by  speaking  to  members  of 
the  group.  Cooperating  libraries  have  more 
information  about  the  ad  hoc  group  and  its 
members. 


Expectations  1981 

Children’s  Anthology 

Children  grades  3  through  6  and  adults  who 
like  to  read  to  children  can  order  free  braille 
copies  of  Expectations  1981  (volume  33),  a 
yearly  anthology  produced  by  the  Braille  In¬ 
stitute  of  America.  The  1981  edition  of 
Expectations  contains  nine  short  books,  ex¬ 
cerpts  from  three  longer  books,  stories,  and 
verse.  The  cover  was  designed  by  award¬ 
winning  artist  Graham  Booth. 

This  year’s  edition  offers  a  page  of 
microfragrance  labels  and  embossed  illustra¬ 
tions.  Complete  books  reprinted  include 
Jamie  s  Tiger  by  Jan  Wahl,  Simon  and  the 
Golden  Sword  by  Frank  Newfield,  and 
Arion  and  the  Dolphins  by  Lonzo 
Anderson.

Promoting  Braille 

Fifty-five  people  concerned  about  the  de¬ 
cline  of  braille  reading  and  production  met 
this  summer  and  formed  the  Braille  Revival 
League.  In  naming  their  organization,  the 
founders  made  a  deliberate  choice.  The 
organization’s  initials — BRL — are  also  the 
braille  short-form  word  for  “braille.”  The 
goals  of  the  new  organization  are  to  promote 
braille  production  and  the  teaching  and  use 
of  braille. 

The  meeting  took  place  July  7  during  the 
American  Council  of  the  Blind  Conference 
in  Saint  Louis,  Missouri.  By  the  end  of  the 
conference  the  group  had  signed  up  106 
members  and  elected  temporary  officers  to 
draft  a  constitution  and  direct  the  organiza¬ 
tion.  Plans  are  to  affiliate  with  the  American 
Council  of  the  Blind. 

BRL’s  first  newsletter  in  braille,  pub¬ 
lished  in  September  this  year,  suggests  sev¬ 
eral  ways  of  furthering  the  use  and  produc¬ 
tion  of  braille.  Members  can  help,  the 
newsletter  says,  by  requesting  braille  books 
from  the  library,  promoting  volunteer  braille 
transcribing  groups  in  their  communities, 
participating  in  NLS  surveys  and  other  proj¬ 
ects,  and  supporting  their  cooperating 
libraries.
